The existing ’Note’ appearing under remark 
(ii) may be deemed to have been amended 
as under:— 

“Watch movements for Import Trade 
Control purposes will constitute a 
mechanism of watch not including case, 
dial and hands”. 

The existing remark may be substituted by 
the following:— 

“(iii) Licences will not be valid for import 
of gold watch cases. Licences will 
not also be valid for import of other 
watch cases whose c.i.f. price is less 
than Rs. 50 per dozen. The import 
of parts of such watch cases except 
glass will not be permitted.”
